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council, planning officers are recommending 
that the project goes ahead. 

The Planning Inspectorate has overturned 
five planning permission vetoes since 
October, so even if the Cherwell planning 
meeting rejects today's three proposals, they 
may still get the go-ahead following appeal 
hearings. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said that he 
had hoped that the developing Local Plan 
would have had more of an impact on the 
planning applications. He said: "Cherwell 
District Council now has an 'Agreed Local 
Plan' and so 1 would expect the district 
council to agree to planning permissions 
which are in accord with the Local Plan and 
resist planning applications that are not in 
accord with the Local Plan." 

In response to the developers' three 
projects, Cherwell District Council is to put 
forward four planning applications of its own, 
which will also be discussed at today's 
meeting. 

They want to build affordable homes on 
The Fairway, Calthorpe Street, Cope Road 
and Lincoln Close in Banbury. This would 
provide 60 homes, in accordance with the 
council's developing Local Plan. 

Today's Cherwell District Council planning 
committee meeting, which begins at 2pm in 
the council chamber at Bodicote House, has 
been extended by two hours to allow for the 
large number of applications. 

Meanwhile, demolition work has begun at 
three of the sites - Orchard Lodge, Calthorpe 
House and Lincoln House - in preparation 
for the council's construction.

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PLANS for over 100 new homes could 
be given the green light today - 
despite objections from local councils 
and residents. 

Three private construction companies 
have submitted applications to build homes 
in and around Banbury - all have been 
backed by planning officials. 

Because Cherwell District Council has not 
finalised its Local Plan - a planning policy 
blueprint that lays down where they will 
allow major estates to be built in the future 
- the Planning Inspectorate says it needs to 
turn to outside construction projects to meet 
housing demand. 

Most controversially, 265 people have 
objected to a housing scheme for Aynho 
Road, Adderbury. Archstone Land and Bloor 
Homes want to build 59 homes there, which 
Adderbury Parish Council claims would 
clash with existing homes and cause 
overcrowding problems at local schools. 

The parish council said that although it 
was also in the process of developing its 
own housebuilding policy document, "this 
application is premature before our Local 
Plan has been completed and, therefore, 
would not allow residents a chance to guide 
development". However, the National

Planning Policy Framework said that the 
council's objections were "not justified," 
given that it did not have a complete Local 
Plan. 

Banner Homes hopes to build 40 homes 
on land off Broughton Road, Banbury, 
despite admitting that the construction 
would "conflict" with the council's current 
redevelopment brief. 

Paul McCann, the group planning director 
from Banner Homes, said: "The council is 
not allowing enough new homes to be built, 
which we absolutely need." 

There have been 62 letters of objection 
against the project, which include concerns 
about increased traffic and the destruction of 
wildlife. 

Christine Coles, clerk to Broughton Parish 
Council expressed concern that it would set 
a precedent for developments along the 
road. She said: "The area was listed as a 
development concern in the Local Plan". 

Spitfire Property Group wants to demolish 
a property on Oxford Road, Banbury, and 
put 21 homes in its place. Again, despite 
clashing with existing plans from the

DEMOLITION work has started in 
Banbury to make way for 49 new 
homes. 

Cherwell District Council will 
demolish Orchard Lodge, off Warwick 
Road; Calthorpe House, in Calthorpe 
Street, and Lincoln House, in Woodgreen 
Avenue. 

Describing the sites as "eyesores," the 
council bought them in December last 
year as part of its Build! programme. 

Debbie Pickford, the council's housing 
chief, said: "These are three substantial 
buildings in Banbury, yet all have stood 
empty for several years. 

"Rather than leaving them vacant to 
fall into disrepair, we wanted to put these 
prominent sites to good use and provide 
much-needed housing. 

"Not only will these create homes in 
premium locations, it will transform the 
look of the area and bring these

redundant brownfield sites back into 
use." 

This week the demolition began of 
Orchard Lodge, a former care home. 
Calthorpe House and Lincoln House will 
be bulldozed in the coming weeks. 

Once completed, the cleared sites will 
then have 16 shared-ownership 
properties at Orchard Lodge, 15 rented 
properties at Calthorpe House and 18 
equity loan properties at Lincoln House. 

All three sites are predicted to be 
completed by summer 2015. 

The Build! project involves residents 
undertaking some of the construction 
work themselves in exchange for cheaper 
rents or lower house prices.

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Woman in level-crossing suicide bid admits endangering train 


A WOMAN who caused a train crash 
when she parked her car on the tracks 
at a level-crossing in a suicide bid has 
been remanded in custody at her own 
request. 

Heather Bister, of Austin Drive, 
Banbury, was arrested after the incident 
at the Sandy Lane level-crossing near 
Kidlington on November 12 last year. 

The 46-year-old escaped with only 
minor injuries and no-one else was hurt, 
but she has admitted a charge of 


endangering safety on the railways when 
she appeared at Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Prosecutor Cathy Olliver said there 
were around 250 people on board the 
Cross Country service, which hit Bister's 
car while travelling at around 95mph. 

She also explained that the defendant 
had been arrested two other times since 
the incident for trying to go to Oxford 
Railway Station and throw herself in front 
of a train. 


The barrister said the level-crossing 
accident had badly affected the train 
driver, Stuart Harrison, who was only 
now beginning to return to work. 

Miss Olliver also praised scaffolder 
Darren Day who discovered Bister sitting 
in her car and on the tracks. He had tried 
to get her out - even though he could 
see the train approaching. 

Lucy Tapper, defending, said her client 
was sorry about what she had done, but 
felt that she could not stop herself trying 


to commit suicide. Judge Mary Jane 
Mowat told Bister she was clearly "very 
ill" and that she would need to see a 
psychiatrists' report before passing 
sentence. 

At a hearing held a short time later, 
Miss Tapper said her client wanted to be 
remanded in custody because she feared 
she would once again try to end her life. 
This request was granted by the judge. 

Bister will now be sentenced on 
March 14.

NEW surgery has been 
introduced at Banbury's 
Horton General Hospital as 
bosses say they are looking 
at bringing more services to 
the town. 

Ear, nose and throat 
procedures started on January 7 
and will run on the first, third 
and fifth Tuesday morning of 
every month. 

Treatment is currently only 
for children's "glue ear" - where 
the middle ear is filled with 
fluid - but there are plans for it 
to expand to include adults in 
the future. 

Other procedures will 
include adenoid removal, 
surgery on the nose's septum 
and grommet-tube insertions for 
glue ear for all ages. 

The news came as NHS 
managers prepared to hold a 
public meeting last night on the 
future of the hospital. 

Emergency abdominal 
surgery was axed in January 
over concerns about adequate 
staffing and campaigners have 
previously fought to keep 
maternity services at the 
Horton. 

Residents living anywhere in 
Oxfordshire will be able to 
choose the Horton for the new 
ENT work. 

About five people will be 
seen each day and will make 
use of existing resources from 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which runs the site. 

Patients needing ear surgery 
will also be assessed on 
Saturdays. 

A trust statement said: "This is 
a new service to cope with 
increased demand for ENT 
services in the Banbury and 
north Oxfordshire area. 

"Patients will be able to ask 
their GP to be referred to the 
Horton." 

It added: "Waiting times are 
expected to shorten." 

Trust medical director 
Professor Edward Baker said: "I 
am delighted that we have been 
able to bring ENT surgical 
services closer to the homes of 
people in the north of 
Oxfordshire and surrounding 
areas.

Bid to block futu re 
child exploitation 

A NEW pilot scheme, to support the victims 
of child exploitation will be tested in 
Oxfordshire in the wake of the Bullfinch 
investigation. 

The Home Office has announced it is working 
with Oxfordshire County Council to set up a trial 
network of specialist independent advocates, who 
would then offer support and guidance to young 
victims. 

Details of the trial, including how many and 
who the so-called guardians would be, are yet to 
be confirmed - but they would be separate from 
the child's social worker. 

The pilot scheme starts in April, almost a year 
after seven members of the Bullfinch gang - who 
raped, prostituted and sexually abused young girls 
in Oxford - were handed sentences totalling 95 
years. 

The trial, which will have schemes running in 
parallel in a number of other areas such as 
Manchester and the West Midlands, will last six 
months. 

Melinda Tilley, the civic chief responsible for 
the county's children, said: "Anything you can do 
to stop any kind of exploitation, particularly child 
exploitation, is going to be a good thing." 

She added: "It is because we have experience. 

There was an awful lot to learn from Bullfinch. 

"When we started, we had no idea about child 
grooming. 

"Now we know what we are looking for, which 
helps a huge amount." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: "It is difficult

to believe that in the 21st century there might still 
be child slavery victims in England. 

"The fact that even in Oxfordshire there is a 
need for a scheme to give individual support to 
child victims is an indication of just how serious 
this problem has become. 

"What the Home Office is clearly trying to do is 
discover what works best in giving support to 
young people who are being trafficked into the 
UK. 

"This is an abhorrent crime and one which we 
all need collectively to stamp out." 

As part of the scheme, each child will be 
allocated a person with specialist training and 
expertise in trafficking. 

They will support the child in overcoming 
language and cultural barriers, make sure the 
child has access to the right services and 
accompany the child to meetings. 

The scheme will work in two ways - existing 
independent advocates used by local authorities 
will be trained in child trafficking awareness and 
then new specialist advocates, who are entirely 
independent, will be recruited - although it is not 
clear who by. 

A county council spokesman said: "Oxfordshire 
County Council is pleased to have been asked to 
help with this Home Office initiative. 

"We believe we can draw on our experience of 
tackling child sexual exploitation, which can 
include trafficking, to understand the secretive

nature of this appalling crime. 

"Training these new advocates will provide a 
valuable addition to statutory social work. We 
welcome the opportunity to develop this 
approach. 

"Involvement in this pilot scheme also gives us 
a chance to identify the warning signs of modern 
slavery, so we can respond quickly if they emerge 
in Oxfordshire."

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Judge warns officer that prison term may loom 


PC found guilty of 


stealing police data 


A POLICE officer, who stole and sold 
the personal details of accident 
victims, is facing jail after she was 
convicted of conspiracy to commit 
misconduct in a public office. 

PC Sugra Hanif, of Bretch Hill, 
Banbury, and her lover, Raza Khan, 
were both unanimously found guilty 
last Thursday of working together to 
obtain and disclose thousands of 
personal records from the Thames 
Valley Police database. 

But the jury was discharged on 
Friday after it was unable to reach a 
verdict for Khan's wife - the third 
defendant Paramjeet Kaur, 26, of Ivy 
Road, Handsworth, Birmingham - who 
was also charged with conspiracy to 
commit misconduct in a public office. 

The Crown Prosecution Service will 
now have to decide if it wants to try 
her again. 

But the crime committed by Hanif 
and Khan took place over eight 
months, starting in January 2011, when 
the 26-year-old police officer began an 
affair with the married garage owner 
after he was released from prison. 

Using the Thames Valley Police 
computer system, she would look up

information about accident victims and 
pass it to her former partner and his 
wife, the prosecution said. 

During the three-week-long trial at 
Winchester Crown Court, the jury 
heard how the three defendants had 
used police data to earn money by 
referring victims to personal injury 
solicitors. 

The prosecution said Hanif and 
repair garage owner Khan had made 
around £700 per referral, and the court 
was told Hanif had accessed police 
records at least 2,500 times, making 
contact with 644 accident victims. 

After the verdicts were announced, 
Judge Andrew Barnett told the pair that 
the "overwhelming likelihood" was 
that they would be sent to prison for 
what they had done. 

He said: "You have both been 
convicted by the jury of an extremely 
serious offence. 

"And although all sentencing options 
will be open to me, the overwhelming 
likelihood is that you will be made 


subject to a substantial prison 
sentence." 

Releasing both defendants on 
conditional bail, after ordering they 
hand over their passports, the judge 
told them they would commit a further 
offence if they did not return to the 
court to be sentenced on March 7. 

He said: "I'm putting you both on 
trust not to do anything stupid. It will 
only count against you if you do." 

During the trial, Hanif claimed that 
her lover had bullied and threatened 
her into accessing the personal records 
- even trying to blackmail her by 
saying he would release sex tapes of 
them together if she did not agree. 

Khan, 26, denied this and branded 
his co-accused's story "100 per cent 
lies" in an interview with police. 

But Peter Aster is, prosecuting, 
claimed that Khan and his wife, 
Paramjeet Kaur, set up case 
management companies to sell the 
information to firms of solicitors. 

Thames Valley Police has said that 
following conviction, it is moving 
ahead with misconduct proceedings 
against PC Hanif.

Habgood said: "It is essential that the 
people of the Thames Valley have 
absolute trust and confidence in the 
force and its officers to serve with 
integrity and professionalism at all 
times.

B ased on the true story of a 
failed Navy SEALs operation 
to kill a high-ranking member 
of the Taliban, Lone Survivor is a 
rousing tribute to the men who 
perished in June 2005 while serving 
their country. 

Director Peter Berg is no stranger 
to explosive action and male 
posturing, having previously helmed 
The Kingdom, Hancock and the 
water-logged 2012 blockbuster 
Battleship. 

He is the perfect fit for this 
gruelling material, delivering a final 
30 minutes that will have audiences 
wincing in horror as four SEALs 
fling themselves down the Hindu 
Kush Mountains near the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border during 
a gunfight with the Taliban. 

Broken bones jut through 
shattered limbs and bullets scythe 
through flesh as the four-strong 
team continues to fight to the tragic 
end, aware that their struggles could 
be in vain. 

It's a heroic and harrowing 
portrait of bravado in combat and 
the bonds of brotherhood behind 
enemy lines. 

At Bagram Air Base, Marcus 
Luttrell (Mark Wahlberg), Michael 
Murphy (Taylor Kitsch), Danny 
Dietz (Emile Hirsch) and Matt 
Axelson (Ben Foster) await their 


assignment. During downtime, they 
welcome Shane Patton (Alexander 
Ludwig) into the ranks via an 
initiation ceremony, which 
involves dancing in front of the 
other men and reciting a Navy 
SEALs mantra. 

"No matter how dark it gets, or 
how far you fall, you are never out 
of the fight," he barks. 

Soon after, Lieutenant 
Commander Erik Kristensen (Eric 
Bana) gives the order to hunt 
Ahmad Shah (Yousuf Azami), who is 
suspected of killing marines in 
Afghanistan. 

The reconnaissance is fatally 
compromised when three 
shepherds, two of whom are boys, 
stumble on the SEALs' hiding place.

The title of Berg's film might give 
away the ending, but Lone Survivor 
still jangles the nerves as Luttrell 
and co refuse to surrender in the 
face of overwhelming odds. 

Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch and 
Foster rise to the physical challenge 
with gusto, propelling themselves 
around hazardous mountain terrain 
as the enemy swarms.

A GORGEOUS 1959 Jaguar XK150 
Drophead Coupe, with 
connections to one of the most 
famous British political 
scandals of all time, is offered 
for auction in Silverstone 
Auctions' sale at Race Retro on 
February 22 and 23. 

The car was owned by Dr Stephen 
Ward, the osteopathic 
physician who was at the 
centre of the Profumo Affair in 
1963. Ward was the man who 
introduced John Profumo, 
Conservative MP and Secretary 
of State for War, to 
longstanding friend, model and 
showgirl Christine Keeler, who 


at the time was also allegedly 
in a relationship with Soviet 
spy Yevgeny Ivanov. 

The subsequent revelations of their 
affair led to Profumo's 
resignation amid fears of a 
national security breach. After 
the scandal surfaced, Ward was 
prosecuted with living off the 
earnings of prostitution and 
took his own life just as his 
trial was coming to an end.
